Circuit Court Judge Dennis 
Murphy exceeded state sentenc- 
ing guidelines when he sen- 
tenced a 44-year-old Beaver 
Creek Township man to prison 
last week. 

Michael Patrick Bergan was 
sentenced on Thursday, Jan. 12 
to serve 10 to 15 years in prison 
for a charge of attempt to great 
bodily harm less than murder, 
which is linked to the murder 
and death of Shane Pieht. 

Piehl, 21, was shot in the head 
at close range with a .22-caliber 
Tifle on a two-track off Four 
Mile Road near 1-75, south of 
Grayling. The slaying occurred 
May 29, 2001. 

Bergan pled no contest to the 
charge in November, two days 
before he was to go on trial for 
open murder and felony 
firearms, avoiding the possibili- 
ty of facing up to life in prison if 
he was convicted by a jury for 
the slaying. 

Facing members of the Pichl 
family prior to his sentencing, 
Bergan said he had crossed 
paths with Piehl but denied 
killing him. 

“Nothing | can do, say or 
write is going to ease your pain 
and suffering,” said Bergan, 
who said he entered a plea so he 
would have a chance to be with 
his two children when they are 
older. “I can honestly sit here

Over-the-counter cold and 


allergy tablets containing 
ephedrine or pseudocphedrine 


are used to make methampheta- 
mine, along with toxic chemi- 
cals such as Sodium Hydroxide, 
Muriatic Acid, Anhydrous 
Ammonia and Sulfuric Acid. 
Police were able to locate the

Bergan sentenced for 2001 Piehl murder

and say I did not kill your son.” 

Police and Crawford County 
Prosecutor John Huss initially 
believed that Bergan had killed 
Piehl in order to © steal 
OxyContin, a powerful and 
highly addictive pain drug. 

Bergan was serving a three to 
10-year prison sentence in the 
St. Louis Correctional Facility 
for an unrelated larceny convic- 
tion linked to a theft of a 
Grayling businessman. 

At the sentencing, Huss said 
an inmate who had befriended 
Bergan in prison had agreed to 
testify that Piehl was killed 
because he threatened to black- 
mail Bergan by revealing his 
plot to steal the money. Pieht 
had allegedly wanted a cut of 
the loot. Huss said $60,000 
which was removed from the 
wall of a hotel room in Ohio, 
where Bergan had been staying 
while on the run after the larce- 
ny, was part of the circumstan- 
tial case against him. 

“He was lured to the scene of 
the crime under false pretenses 
and he was shot from the side,” 
Huss said. | 

Huss said the inimate had 
agreed to testify at Bergan’s 
trial, but later reneged and 
asked for leniency from state 
corrections officials for the sen- 
tence he was serving. 


Peter Shumar, Bergan's court 
appointed attorney from 
Traverse City, said Bergan had 
been taking OxyContin due to 
an automobile accident which 
he was injured in and left him 
unable to work for four months. 

“He got hooked — on 
OxyContin, and that led to his 
downfall here, “ Shumar said. 

Shumar raised several objec- 
tions to statements in Bergan’s 
sentencing report. Shumar said 
that Bergan denied having a 
personal vendetta against Piehl, 
and also objected to statements 
made by Randee Craig 
Johnson. 

Johnson was acquitted on a 
murder charge in the Piehl case 
following a two-week trial in 
May 2002. 

Murphy denied the objec- 
tions, saying there was no legal 
basis to object to statements 
made by witnesses or that are in 
police reports. Murphy, howev- 
er, told Bergan that he could 
raise personal objections to the 
statements. 

Other than addressing the 
Pichl family, Bergan did not 
make statements regarding the 
case police and Huss presented. 

“t don’t believe I got a fair 
shake from them,” Bergan said. 

In a letter to the Crawford 
County Avalanche, Bergan said 
there were DNA samples from 


the crime scene that matched a 
male other than Piehl or him- 
self. He also said there were fin- 
gerprints on Piehl's Ford Escort 
and his wallet, and hair fibers 
found on Pichl's body belong- 
ing to another person. 

Kathy Piehl, Shane’s mother, 
told Bergan that she considered 
the bond between mother and 
child to be the strongest bond in 
a family. 

“You broke that bond and 
you had no right to do that,” she 

said, 

Kathy said that some tradi- 
tions such as making Shane’s 
favorite cookies have died 
along with him and family 
members no longer ask her to 
make the treats. 


“They stopped — asking 
because they know,” Kathy 


satd. “These are the things that 
make a family.” 

Kathy said family members 
have become tighter over the 
last four and half years and 
strive to help each out as much 
as possible. 

“By God’s grace, we have 
survived through this ordeal, 
but you need to know that what 
you put us through is nothing 
short of a nightmare,” she said,

School board approves timber 
management pact

The Crawford AuSable School 
District has entered into the tim- 
ber business, 

The Crawford AuSable School 
Board approved the first reading 
of a contract with Forest 
Resources Management — of 
Frederic at its meeting on 
Monday. 

The firm will manage the sale 
and harvest of about 40 acres of 
forest land located just north of 
County Road 612 off of Old 27 
in Frederic Township. 

Jerry Lambert, co-owner of 
Forest Management Resources, 
said the forest is mostly made up 
of aspen and a mix of hardwood 
trees that had been growing for 
about 70 years. Lambert said the 
trees are starting to dic off and 
fall over, and recommended the 
district log the forest and allow 
the trees to regenerate on a 30 to 
40 year cycle. 

The aspen and hardwood trees 
would likely be chipped or cut 
into logs and shipped to a fum- 


ber mill. 

A stand of red pinc, located 
closer to Old 27, will be thinned 
and allowed to grow larger. 
Eventually, the trees could be 
used for construction of log cab- 
ins or used for power poles. 

Lambert said the timber would 
be offered to lumber companics 
in the region, adding that the 
bidding process would drive the 
amount of funds the district 
would receive for the timber. 

“Depending on the needs of 
the mills at that particular Gime 
may ake the bids considerably 
different,” Lambert said. 

Lambert: will also delineate 
the boundary lines for a second 
40-acre forest the districts owns 
just off North Down River Road 
east of [-75, 

Jack Pilon, the Crawford 
AuSable School Board president 
who is also a Department of 
Natural Resources forester, said 
the district obtained the forest 
property from the state in. the 
1920s, 

Last year, Pilon said a state 


law passed which — allowed 
school districts that own forests 
to sell the property and split the 
proceeds with the state. 

Pilon said the school officials 
have no intentions of selling 
property, and hopes that school 
groups can visit the forest when 
logging is taking place so stu- 
dents can learn about trees, for- 
est Management and conserva- 
tion. 

“We need to make that con- 
nection between the trees in the 
ground and the paper they write 
on,” Pilon said. 

Pilon said school officials 
have not made any decisions on 
how the funds from the sale of 
timber will be used, but hopes 
they can be carmarked for a spe- 
cific use and will not go into the 
district’s general fund. 

The timber sale will take place 
ihis spring, and the logging firms 
would be given two to three 
years to complete the harvest, 

“You've got to give them some 
flexibility so they can accom- 
plish the harvest,” Pilon said.

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COMPLETE SURVIVAL of the ardu- 
ous judicial confirmation process is the 
next big step for Judge Samuel Alito, 
and he’s well on his way. 

It appears he will indeed master the 
quest, and eventually wear the long 
black robe to be vacated at last by Justice 
Sandra Day O’ Connor.

Conventional wisdom _ indicates 
Republican presidents appoint conserva- 
tives, Democratic presidents appoint lib- 
erals. That doesn’t always play out, 
either. 

Once appointed, supreme court jus- 
tices sometimes are full of surprises.

eral justices have wound up with rulings 
which their sponsors might not have 
endorsed. A few examples: 

President Eisenhower, Republican, 
appointed Californta Gov. Earl Warren 
as *chief justice, and the resulting 
“Warren Court” then turned out enough 
liberal-oriented opinions to cause Mr. 
Eisenhower to consider the Warren 
appointment one of his biggest mistakes 
as president, 

Justice Byron White, appointed by 
President Kennedy, Democrat, often 
sided with the conservative side of deci- 
sions. 

Justice John Paul Stevens, usually 
considered the solidest block on the left 
side of the present court, was appointed 
by President Gerald Ford, Republican. © 

Justice David Souter, named by 
President George Bush J, Republican, 
generally is considered in the Stevens 
camp. 

* * * 

SEVEN OF THE nine current justices 
were selected by Republican presidents, 
and the philosophical balance is consid- 
ered by most court observers to be 4-2- 
2-1. 

That breaks down like this: 


Four in the liberal bloc (Justices 
Stevens, Souter, Stephen Breyer and 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg, both appointed by 
President Bill Clinton, Democrat), two 
solidly conservative votes . (Justices 
Antonin Scalia, appointed by President 
Ronald Reagan, and Clarence Thomas, 
named by President Bush I); and two 


pendulum votes (retiring Justice 
O’Connor. and Justice Anthony 
Kennedy, both named by President 
Reagan). 


The new Chief Justice, John Roberts, 
appointed by President Bush II has yet to 
establish a reliable philosophical pattern. 

Justice-to-Be Alito, although expected 
to be conservative, also has yet to estab- 
lish a predictable Supreme Court pat- 
tern, although his record as a federal 
appellate judge indicates a conservative 
approach. 

If both Justices Roberts and Alito end 
up as their appointing powers expect, the 
probable philosophical division will be 
four-to-four, and Justice Kennedy will 
be alone as a pendulum. 

However, history indicates with the 
Supreme Court, surprises frequently 
happen. Appointing presidents may not 
get what they expected. We shall see.

New AMT Assistant 
debuts on IRS.gov 


The Internal Revenue Service 
is providing a new online tool to 
help individual taxpayers deter- 
mine whether they are potential- 
ly subject to the alternative min- 
imum tax (AMT). 

The AMT Assistant helps tax- 
payers determine’ whether or not 
they may be subject to the AMT 
the, AMT 
Worksheet of the 1040 
Instructions, called “the 
“Worksheet to See if You Should 
Fill in Form 6251 - Line 45.” 
IRS estimates most taxpayers 
can make entries and get an 
answer in five to 10 minutes 
using the new application. 

During tax year 2003 (most 
recent figures available), nearly 
52,000 Michigan taxpayers 
reported the alternative mini- 
mum tax on their returns for a 
total amount of $161 million. 

Taxpayers who file paper 
returns will benefit the most 
from the AMT Assistant because 
e-file software generally com- 
putes AMT liability automati- 
cally. The AMT Assistant is 
another in a series of steps being 
taken by IRS to reduce taxpayer 
burden. 

“Whether or not one is subject 
to the alternative minimum tax 


‘can be confusing. This new tool 


will help people understand if 
they have to pay or not,” said 
Luis D, Garcia, IRS spokesman 
in Michigan. “The AMT 
Assistant along with the all 
other tools at IRS.GOV is part of 
the continuing IRS effort to 
improve customer service for 
taxpayers.”

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IRS e-file marks 
its 20th year 


Over 3 million 
Michigan 
taxpayers 


expected to e-file 


Taxpayers may file their 2005 
tax returns electronically begin- 
ning Jan. 13 as IRS e-file cele- 
brates its 20th anniversary as the 
most successful and popular 
electronic financial programs in 
the world and the cornerstone of 
Internal Revenue Service’s mod- 
ernization efforts, 

To mark this milestone of IRS 
e-file, the IRS today also is 
launching the Electronic IRS, a 
centralized source for all IRS 
electronic options. Taxpayers 
and tax preparers who click on 
the Electronic IRS logo, located 
at IRS.gov, will be taken to a 
page that contains an overview of 
all the electronic tasks that can 
be accomplished online. 

“Last year, more than half of 
the nation’s taxpayers used IRS 
e-file. This year, we hope even 
more people will consider filing 
electronically. It’s the fastest, 
safest and most accurate way to 
file your tax return,” said IRS 
Commissioner Mark W. Everson. 
“This year, we have our electron- 

. tc services available in one place 
at the new Electronic IRS section 
of our web site. The Electronic 
IRS provides a gateway to serv- 
ices for both taxpayers and tax 
preparers and makes these serv- 
ices available 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week.” 

In Michigan last year the IRS 
received 2.9 million electronical- 
ly filed tax returns out of 7.3 mil- 
lion total tax returns filed. 

IRS e-file surpassed a bench- 
mark last year when more than 
68.4 million tax returns, 52 per- 
cent of ali returns, were filed 
électronically. Taxpayers who 
use IRS e-file and who choose 
direct deposit can receive their 
refund in half the time. Also, tax 
return information is protected 
through encryption, and an e- 
filed tax return is far more accu- 
rate than a paper return. 
Taxpayers receive an acknowl- 
edgement within 48 hours that 
the IRS accepted the return, 

IRS e-file allows taxpayers to 
file their return and pay later 
should they owe taxes, and it 
allows taxpayers to file both the

The IRS began the e-file pro- 
gram in 1986 as a pilot project in 
three cities: Cincinnati, Ohio; 
Phoenix, Ariz.; and Raleigh- 
Durham, N.C. That year, there 
were 25,000 tax returns filed 
electronically. The e-file pro- 
gram expanded nationwide in 
1990 and 4.2 million tax returns 
were filed. IRS e-file has under- 
gone tremendous growth each 
year, 

Taxpayers may use IRS e-file 
through their tax preparer, over- 
the-counter software or Internet 
programs. The IRS does not 
charge for e-file, but some tax 
preparers and software manufac- 
tures may charge a fee. IRS Free 
File, a partnership between the 
IRS and some software manufac- 
turers, will offer free tax prepara- 
tion and e-filing for taxpayers 
earning $50,000 or less. It will be 
available later this month.
